Polio Victim, 19, Thankful For Steady Progress

Charlene Durham will give 


thanks this Thanksgiving for now 
being able to accomplish a most 
simple and ordinary act: breath- 


-The 19-year-old daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. Charles Durham 
of 2600 C, Charlene has been an 
almost-complete paralytic as a 
result of the polio attack she suf- 
fered in July, 1951. 
After living in an htm lung 


for almost a year, then gradu- 
ating to a chest respirator, Char- 
lene was presented with a new 
type of breathing aid for polio 
patients by the local chapter of 
the National Foundation. 
The aid, a "rocking*' bed, has 
been developed within the last 
two years. By using the bed, 
Charlene eventually will be able 
to depend less and less on the 
chest respirator. At the present 
time, she has been using the 
chest respirator during her rest 
periods and at night 
"Recovery goes in steps—but 


it sometimes takes a long time," 
Charlene said. The final step kn 
her recovery will be "breathing 
alone—all the time." 
The rocking bed, which not 


only helps Charlene breathe by 
forcing her diaphragm up and 
down but also acts as an exer-

cise machine by stimulating blood 
circulation. The bed is owned by 
the National Foundation and has 
been used at Lincoln General 
Hospital. Because Charlene is the 
only polio patient in the city 
ready to use the bed. it was 
loaned to her by the local chap- 
ter. 


"It's not 
rocking in a 


chair at all," Charlene stressed 
in explaining the action of the 
bed. The bed drops 28 inches and 
lifts 28 inches from the hori- 
zontal position 18 times per min- 
ute. For the mathematicians, the 
bed lifts and drops a total of 82 
feet per minute. 


Charlene says that 2 polio pa- 
tient most become accustomed 
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to the bed and that the rocking 
is tiring at first She uses the 
bed twice each day at the pres- 
ent time and will use it three 
times each day later. 
The length of time she uses 
the bed is determined by "how 
long I can stand it," Charlene 
said. 


She is able to breathe without 
any artificial aid for a total of 
10 hours in a single 24-hour 
stretch at present. 


Next to the rocking bed. Char- 
lene probably will offer a big 
vote of thanks to the local Ki- 
wanis Club and the City Library. 
The Kiwanis Club gave an elec- 
tric page turner to the library 
and oecause there Is no other 
patient needing it in Lincoln, the 
library has loaned it to Char- 
lene 


For a girl who is able to move 
only the fingers of her left hand, 
her shoulders, and her head, the 
page turner ranks second only to 
her television set as a provider 
of entertainment 


Charlene, who was a senior at 
Lincoln High School at the time 
she was afflicted by potto, hopes 
to finish that year soon. Her 
mother, who says that faith and 
prayer bare >i i fimpHat* il mir- 
acles hi Charlene*! oaM jp far.

President Eisenhower's fondness for wild 


and woolly westerners has become common 
knowledge since Ike took up residence at the 
White House. Why not? Here in the Amer- 
ican Midlands, America's heart may be 
found, many of us like to think, and in 
thinking it we are sincere. 


The Omaha World-Herald seems to feel 


that the President overreached himself the 
other night when in addressing the B'nai 
B'rith Anti-Defamation League, after accept- 
ing its award, Mr. Eisenhower resurrected 
"Wild BUI" Hickok, the legendary sheriff of 
Abilene. Figuratively the President hauled 
"Wild Bill" from out of his grave to illustrate 
the point that it was sound Americanism 
for the accuser to face up with the accused— 
that no one should ever sneak up an any- 
body.

We haven't any notion how historically 


accurate his knowledge of "Wild Bill's" code 
for the western frontier is, but undoubtedly 
the President's suggested model of American 
conduct for 1953 with "Wild Bill" as an ex- 
ample can get an argument as well as in- 
spire » lot of tittering. To some, "Wild Bill" 
remains a hero. To others he was more or 
less of an unsavory character.

My mother gave me 
to understand early that it was up to me to 
do my own foraging, a responsibility which 
I did not take lightly but which-1 found was 
not too difficult. I remember her early warn- 
ing. Keep your feathers dry, she would say 
to us. We are so susceptible to dampness, 
to cold, and to rain. Soon I learned to watch 
for the storm and to seek shelter promptly. 
I rejoiced in newfound strength. Along with 
my brothers and sisters, we roamed the bills, 
hunted food, dozed in the mellow sunshine 
and before I knew it, I found my owner 
pointing a finger of pride towards me." 


•Spring merged into summer

warning. The days grew longer, the boars 
of darkness shorter. Now all of as foand it 
possible to roam tbe hills more—to take in 
hills we had never seen. There were times 
when we hid in the grass—times when we 
cane upon strange creatures—unfriendly. 
Later my mother told me that we could not 
tmst them — they were oar

•There came a time when I discovered, 


much to my surprise, that I had won a place 
of leadership. Where I led, the others fol- 
lowed. If I chose to search for food along the 
banks of a clear stream, shortly I found my- 
self surrounded by the others. If I sought 


refuge in the hills, it was 
only a matter of moments 
before all the o'hcrs were 
around me. For the first 
time I became conscious of 


my strength, my size, and my position of 
authority. I, sick and weakly in the begin- 
ning, towered above my brothers and sisters 
and they stood aside to let me pass. Those 
summer days were filled with happiness. 
Later I came to know that they were the 
happiest days of a life now drawing to a 
dose."

There are other bigger matters at hand 


than an issue as to whether "Wild Bill's" code 
could be of value to America in this year of 
1953. 
Naturally the President and his sup- 


porters will seek to minimize the challenge 
which Sen. Joseph McCarthy directed against 
the Republican national administration Tues- 
day night. "It will be magnified out of all 
proportion," said one pro-Eisenhower editor, 
who at times seemed to experience difficulty 
in deciding whether to commend or to con- 
demn the thing which we call McCarthyism 
in this country. If the challenge which Sen. 
McCarthy tossed at President Eisenhower is 
magnified out of proportion, only two cir- 
cumstances will contribute to that result. 


(1) Any cautious, timid attitude on the 


part of the President in asserting himself and 
his leadership on the issue raised by Sen. 
McCarthy will encourage the latter to become 
bolder and bolder in attempting to shape Re- 
publican policy. 


(2) Sen. McCarthy will settle for nothing 


less than that the administration accepts him. 


There was no mistaking McCarthy's bid 


for recognition Tuesday night. It was more 
clearly expressed and more bluntly voiced 
than at any other -time since the Republican 
party came into power. Only a few days be- 
fore, the President had voiced the hope that 
Communism would not become an issue in the 
congressional campaign of 1954. McCarthy 
said it is an issue and it will be an issue.

THANKSGIVING IN WHITE 


HOUSE 


Most people have forgotten it, 
but Thanksgiving began 
as a 


purely Republican holiday. For 
years, the Democrats were op- 
posed, called it a. northern holi- 
day that trampled 
on state's 
rights. They were 
dead set 


against centralization of power 
in Washington — just as Repub- 
licans have been in later years 
— so when George Washingtqji 
asked Congress in 1789 to set 
aside a holiday to be observed 
by the entire 
country, 
there 


was vigorous Southern objec- 
tion. 


It was not until about 75 years 


later that the so-called "New 
England holiday" was made a 
national holiday, and this was 
largely because merchants along 
the sleepy Potomac -saw the ad- 
vantage of Thanksgiving as a 
chance to boom trade. Specifi- 
cally, Washington grocers a n d 
wine merchants in 1845 woke up 
to the possibilities of the na- 
tional holiday and began to ad- 
vertise "60 barrels of white wine, 
40 barrels of champagne 
and 


New York cider, all by recent 


packet from New York via Alex- 
andria." 
For a long time, Thanksgiving 


was no holiday for the President. 
Because immediately afterward 
he faced an arduous lame-duck 
session when members of Con- 
gress, recently defeated in No- 
vember. came back to wind up 
their labors before they left of- 
fice on March 4. These lame-duck 
sessions were th% most hetero- 
geneous and irresponsible of all. 
Few presidents could keep them 
in line, and Thanksgiving day 
usually saw the President of the 
United States spending all of his 
holiday working on his coming 
message on the state of the un- 
ion. 


Today, with the lame-duck ses- 


sion of Congress eliminated and 
the regular session opening in 
January, Eisenhower is not quite 
so harried, though even so , his 
advisers are 
already worried 


about what will happen when 
Congress, plus a lot of irate Dem- 
ocrats, comes back to town. 


FDR'S OLD BRAIN TRUSTER 
The redoubtable Colonel Mc- 


Cormick, publisher of the Chi- 
cago Tribune, not content with 
being one of the chief supporters 
of Senator McCarthy, has also 
undertaken to police the Univer- 
sity of Chicago. Specifically, a 
monitor from the Chicago Tri- 
bune showed up in a class given 
by Professor Rexford Guy Tug- 
well, -former top member of the 
Roosevelt brain trust, and sat 
patiently through a series of lec- 
tures, Furthermore he managed 
to stay awake. 


Tagwell came to Washington 


from Columbia University as 
one of the little group who 
wrote FDR's speeches, became 
undersecretary 
of agriculture, 


later governor of Puerto Rico. 
Since then he has been a top 
member of the University of 
Chicago 'and has lectured for 
the Chicago Institute for Plan- 
ning. 


His classes are large and he 
can't keep track of every stu- 
dent, so didn't pay much atten- 
tion to the out-of-place student 
from The Chicago Tribune.

Guilt By Charge, Nof 
By Proof Is Problem 


Democratic Asia 


Madame Vijaya Lakshmi Pandit, president 


of the United Nations General 
Assembly, 


differs with the West on the menace of Com- 
munism in Asia. The misconception, she as- 
serts, is built out of the West*s own en- 
couragement and use of Red parties and re- 
sistance movements during the Japanese war. 
The picture of Communism as an 
Asian 


movement was thus distorted. 


Madame Pandit asserts that the dominant 


spirit of Asia is nationalist, and democratic.* 
But it is a democracy the Asians consider as 
their own, growing under the protection of 
Asian national sovereignty. There is no real 
inclination to subordinate these aims to any 
outside "ism" or national power. 


Madame Pandit is a scholarly woman. She 


lives in Asia and is an Asian. But it is pos- 
sible, too, that she is stating a hope and a 
belief that she and her kind hold though not 
fully validated by reality. We hope she is 
right 
But the fact remains that Communism 


is holding the reins in China and the Chinese 
are stepping to its tune. Against guns and a 
tight ruling clique, the wistful hopes of the 
people often do not amount to much. 
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WASHINGTON—A deep seated 


conviction for fair play and de- 
cency in human relations is one 
of the underlying traits of Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's character. It 
comes out again and again in the 
warm and impulsive remarks he 
makes both in press conference 
and on more formal occasions. 


That impulse was evident in 


his brief talk to the Anti-Defa- 
mation League of B'Nai B'rith 
when the president was 
given 


the league's democratic legacy 
a'ward. He said that every man 
should have the right to face his 
accuser. No one. said the Presi- 
dent, can hide in the shadows 
while practicing character 
as- 


sassination. 


Those simple words could be 
related directly to many of the 
disturbing aspects of the current 
compulsive search for total secu- 
rity in an insecure world. But 
the members of his staff who. as 
the President pointed out. had so 
thoroughly briefed him for his 
talk believe he had one particu- 
lar instance in mind as he spoke. 
That was the case of Lieutenant 
Milo J. Radulov-ich of the Air 
Force Reserve who had been 
found 
on 
the 
base 
of 
a 


record full of anonymous accu- 
sation to be a security risk. 


THE PRESIDENT had person- 


ally concerned himself with the 
Radulovich case. The final re- 
sponsibility rested on Secretary 
of the Air Force Harold Talbott. 
But Mr. Eisenhower wanted to 
make sure that the young re- 
serve officer got fair play. 
Secretary Talbott has now 


found that Radulovich is not a 
security risk. He overruled the 
findings of an air force board 
that held the young officer a se- 
curity risk because of continuing 
association with his father and 
sister who were in turn alleged 
to have had Communist associa- 
tions. Radulovich denied under 
path he had been influenced 
ideologically either by the sis- 
ter or the fattier. 


The charge seemed to many 


equivalent to the "blood gu'li*1 
of a primitive time. The case 
attracted wide attention 
after 


Randulovich hired 
lawyers to 


fight publicly to retain his status. 
Talbott has shown common sense 
and—in the context of our trou- 
bled time—courage in finding for 
the accused officer. Investigation 
of the father's background did not 
warrant the accusations made 
anonymously against him. They 
setpi to have grown out of a 
bitter partisan quarrel within the 
elder Radufovich's trade union 
in Detroit.

doors as routine with the issue 
concluded on the side of caution. 
That would have been under- 
standable in view of the growing 
timidity in the executive branch 
of government before the loud po- 
litical exploitation of the Commit- 
nists-in-government charge. 


The Air Force takes justifiable 
pride in having a system for 
hearing security cases. In other 
service? a man may be denied 
promotion or have his reserve 
commission withdrawn 
without 


knowing why the action was 
taken. 


This, in the view of one ob- 


server, is the essence of the 
matter — the right to a defense. It 
is all very well to say, as Air 
Force officers have said, that 
separation from the service for 
security grounds does not mean 
conviction for a crime. But in 
the times in whicoi we are living 
it tends. If there is any pub- 
licity. to be equivalent to the 
stigma attaching to a criminal 
conviction.

observer is accused of "defend- 
ing"' this or that accused person.

Mucfi To Be Thankful For 
Federal Crop Statistician A. E. 


Anderson took a pre-Thankstdv- 
ing look at the state's production 
this year and came up with the 
observation "despite the lack of 
moisture, Nebraska has much to 
be thankful for on the basis of 
food production' this year." 


"Nebraska still maintains its 


high standing in surplus 
pro- 


duction of food," the expert 
added. 


He pointed out that the Pan- 


handle and northern area have 
fared "much better" than South- 
ern Nebraska. He cited: 


Corn estimated »t 204 million 


buihels Is but 22 million below 
the ten year averare. 


Winter wheat with a total of 


nearly 88 million bushels was 
but nine million below last year's 
record and is 16 million bushels 
above the ten year average. 


Gate estimated at 46 million 


bushels Is the same as last year 
but 16 million below the ten year 
average. 


The barley crop Is slightly 


below last year and about a 
fourth of the average. 


Rye is about two-thirds of 


last year's crop and 
about 
a 


third of the average. 


Wild hay estimated 
at 
2.3 


million tons is a bit below last 
year but slightly over the av- 
erage. 
The alfalfa production 


of 2.8 million tons was below 
last year yet considerably over 
the average. 
The 
production 


of all hay is 5.6 million tons 


against 9 million a year ago and 
4.7 the ten year average. 


Minor crops fared consider- 


ably better than the main crops. 
Grain sorghum was up, soybeans 
three times the average, sugar 
beets far above the average, dry 
beans considerable over the av- 
erage and potatoes off 1.9 mil- 
lion bushels from last year. 


Anderson said cattle produc- 


tion is at a very high level, with 
hog production off from 
last 


year. 
Chicken production was 


down as was turkey 
produc- 


tion. 


"The most discouraging factor 


hat been the drop In prices," 
Anderion commented. "Ca*h re- 
ceipts from the sale of farm 
product* the flnt elgfet months 
this year totalled $710,000,000 
against $717,000,000 last year.

plant for many years but the 
state has not made the plant 
compulsory and the city had not 
hurried into the project. He 
added that the city probably will 
begin corresponding with Filipi 
to learn his recommendations.

Tht Nebraska Farm Bureau 


Federation will ttay with the 
national bureau's position on 
flexible price supports on farm 
products. But the decision was 
not reached until after more than 
three hours of debate during the 
final session of the bureau's 35th 
annual state convention Wed- 
nesday, and then 
delegates reviewed

lands, limiting leases

The convention 
was united 


against high fixed price supports 
but divided sharply over the res- 
olutions committee formula for 
flexible supports ranging from 
75 to 90 per cent of parity. 


No Amendment 


A Buffalo County proposal ad- 


vocating minimum price legisla- 
tion akin to minimum wage pro- 
visions in national labor law 


Lonfaecker 
Miller 


received lengthy consideration 
but failed to reach the amend- 
ment stage. It was introduced by 
George Jackson, Kearney, who 
asserted that it would eliminate 
crop allotments and acreage al- 
locations while protecting a floor 
price for domestic consumption. 
Surpluses encountered by food 
producers, he suggested, would 
be marketed abroad at world 
prices through an envisioned 
federal export corporation main- 
tained on a self-sustaining basis. 
His plan varied from the pres- 
ently advocated national grange 
two price program in that it 
eliminated the 
processing tax 


feature. 
But most consideration 
was 


centered on an amendment fos- 
tered by Otoe 
county 
which 


called for an elimination of both 
maximum and minimum support 
levels. It also called for elimi- 
nation of crop allotments and 
acreage controls and asked for 
a more adequate long term fed- 
eral credit program. 


It was advocated by Arlo £. 


Wirth, Dunbar, 
who asserted 


that producers in the early 30s 
would not have suffered from 
15 cent wheat prices had credit 
been available to allow them to 
hold their crops off the mar- 
ket. He attacked high support 
prices as "pricing food products

out of the market" and asserted 
that the adoption 
of variable 


controls based on actual produc- 
tion would never see prices go- 
ing below 70 per cent of parity. 


'Basic Floor' 


"But," he added, "so long as 


you have a basic floor, the gov- 
ernment will practice acreage 
allotments and there will not be 
free enterprise in farming." 


His remarks drew fire from 
A r c h 
Hosterman, 
Brownville 


farmer, who questioned whether 
a free enterprising farmer could 
survive in a generally subsidized 
economy. 


"If you don't think your plan 


will ever let prices go below 70 
per cent of parity," he com- 
mented, "you are only five per 
cent below the bureau's resolu- 
tion setting a 75 per cent bot- 
tom. And for five per cent you 
have brought in a lot of other 
speculative innovations." 


He reminded the supporters of 


the Otoe plan that for "every dol- 
lar subsidy agriculture receives, 
industry receives two dollars." 


The convention asked for a 


delay in application of the Bu- 
reau of Reclamation's new power 
marketing criteria to p e r m i t 
more detailed study of its effects. 
The bureau's new policy is to 
continue preference to p u b l i c 


power district* but provides for 
granting 20-year contracts for 
surplus to private power compa- 
nies. 
It also favored putting county 


supervisors on a mileage, per 
diem basis; urged requiring do- 
mestic corporations to supply a 
list of stockholders to the Sec- 
retary of State, favored expan- 
sion of normal training oppor- 
tunities in high schools, opposed 
toll roads and powers vested in 
the Nebraska Turnpike authority, 
a n d asked for 72-hour notice 
from unions in event of strikes 
at terminal markets. 


During the session four direc- 


tors were elected. Richard Good- 
•ing. Ithaca: Charles Miller, Dpni- 
phan; M. V. Longnecker, Indian- 
olo, were elected from districts 
and Mrs. Alice Anderson, Hol- 
drege was elected at large.

When you are winning, the 


fans rarely ask a question. 


When you are losing, the pa- 


triots fire 'em in broadsides. 


During the 1950 Nebraska sea- 


son, when the Huskers were fly- 
ing high, there was nothing ex- 
cept complete agreement that all 
was well in the Bill Glassford 
fold. 


As the 1951 campaign unrav- 


eled in a dismal season of in- 
juries and losses, the customers 
began asking questions. 


It probably started when All- 


America Bobby Reynolds suf- 
fered a shoulder separation in 
the last practice session of Camp 
Curtis. 


"Why was a star like Rey- 


nolds performing in a "proving 
grounds" game to see who made 
the team?" asked some patrons. 


That was easily answerable in 
that the Husker coaches were 
anxious to get a team working 
smoothly as a unit. In the Glass- 
ford scheme, there can be no 
pampering of individuals. The 
team comes first. 
"Why wasn't there more con- 
sistency in appraising- person- 
nel?" was 
another 
question. 


"Emfl Radik, for one, bad started 
as a defensive halfback s«»inst 
Kansas State one week and was 
a coke vendor at Memorial Sta- 
dium the next." 
This was a case of the coaches 
not knowing what a given player 
could do until seen under game 
conditions.

and wider. 
Oc- 


casionally, however, some locsl 
deposition occurs as minor water 
courses change." 


"I hope by the end of the 


project—which should cover a 
wide variety of rainfall and run- 
off conditions—we'll be able to 
determine the extent of the ero- 
sion 
and

that will afford a better under- 
standing of many sediment prob- 
lems."
